Omicron Pi Frat Suspended 

Sigma Phi Omicron Placed on Probation

In June of 1984, the ULowell 
Board of Trustees voted to add 
another tuition retention on to the stu¬ 
dent tuition bill for the fall semester 
of 1984. requiring that each student 
pay an additional $36. The State 
Legislature passed a resolution which 
made it possible for state colleges and 
universities to impose such a tuition 
retention for the 1983*84 fiscal year, 
but ULowell is the only one to im¬ 
pose the retention twice. 

The decision to have this second 
retention was passed in late June, 
making it impossible for many of the 
members of the ULowell Student 
Government to attend, since the 
1983*84 school year had been 
finished for a month. It seems unfair 
for the Trustees to make a decision 
that would directly affect every stu¬ 
dent without proper student 
representation. 


Student Trustee Sean Sullivan op¬ 
posed the second retention on the 
grounds of unfairness to the students 
and also on the results of the first 
retention, which required each 
ULowell student to pay an addition¬ 
al $74. This supposed ‘one shot deal’ 
increase generated a total of $541,424 
and was allocated to various areas wi¬ 
thin the University for the improve¬ 
ment of such facilities as the music, 
science, and health equipment; in¬ 
struction; athletics; the computer 
centers; student help; and buses. 

The retention is supposed to benefit 
the students, yet much of the money 
was spent to initiate systems that will 
take a long time to be put into effect. 
For example, $49,620 was used 
toward hooking up computer cables 
so that student could log into 
ULowell's system with their own. As 
of yet, no student has been able to do 
so. A plan such as this is long range, 
will require a lot more funding, and

ULOWELL - Omicron Pi fraternity 
was suspended at last weeks trustee 
meeting. At the same time. Sigma Phi 
Omicron was placed on a 6 month 
probation. 

Omicron Pi is one of 6 fraternities 
here at ULowell and also 1 of 4 
fraternities living in the triangle. The 
triangle is the area behind the Lydon 
Library and consists of Colonial 
Ave., Standish St., Plymouth St., Mt. 
Hope St., the VFW Highway, and 
Riverside Street. 

O Pi has been having problems 
since last December when they could 
not obtain a boarding house license 
on their Waverly Road house. 
Without a boarding house license 
only three unrelated people could live 
in the house. Three people remained 
in the house until it was sold last De¬ 
cember O Pi moved to the triangle 
and rented a house on Riverside St. 

A study committee presented a six 
month evaluation report on fraterni¬ 
ties and sororities, focusing on the 
fraternities in the triangle. A loud 


party was held at the house on the 
first Saturday of finals and the police 
were called because of broken bottles 
and noise. Loud parties are not al¬ 
lowed during finals. 

Dean Thomas Taylor, Assistant 
Dean of Students and Advisor of the 
1FSC - Inter Fraternity Sorority 
Council, said that “Omicron Pi 
showed independence beyond what is 
good for the greek system as a 
whole.” Although communications 
have improved since Jack Ryan was 
elected president, it wasn't enough. 
“Poor communicatins with adminis¬ 
tration” affected the trustees vote. 
“They just couldn't make it in the tri¬ 
angle” said Taylor. 

Frats are always under review from 
the 1FSC. All frats are facing these 
circumstances. 

Sigma Phi Omicron was placed on 
a 6 month suspension. Trustee Ge¬ 
orge Duggan, director of Alumni re¬ 
lations, proposed that Sigma Phi 
Omicron also be torced out because 
he felt that it was unfair that more 
than one fraternity live in the same 
neighborhood. He feels that there are 
too many frats in a residential area. 


With the outcome of the vote being 
4-4 and three trustees absent, Sig O 
was placed on a 6 month probation 
to pursue a boarding house license. 

Sig O now faces the politics of the 
City of Lowell. They must obtain 
their boarding license and this could 
cause a problem with neighbors be¬ 
cause the people living in the houses 
in and around the triangle have been 
there a while. Sig O is facing an up¬ 
hill battle, but by keeping their al¬ 
ready clean record clear and keep the 
building codes of the home up to par, 
it can only work as a plus for them. 

Dean Taylor feels that it is a posi¬ 
tive thing for students who get in¬ 
volved in fraternities. He stated that 
“parties are not the central thing of 
frat lives.” They get involved like 
any other organization. “The guys 
are nice, and 1 don't feel they fit into 
an animal house reputation.” 

Paul Reilly, president of Delta 
Kappa Phi, spoke about his fraterni¬ 
ty and traternities as a whole. Peo¬ 
ple see us as an animal house image, 
but we've done alot of community 
good.” Some of the programs that

Hydroelectric Plant Update

Alot of progress has been made in 
the construction of the hydroelectric 
plant next to Leitch Hall. With the ex¬ 
pected completion date to be fall of 
‘85, the company is working hard to 
stay on or ahead of schedule. 

The construction crew has been 
working 6 days a week to take advan¬ 


tage of the good weather. Alot of 
work is being done while the river is 
low. Bob Crisham, general superin- 
tendant of the company, said that the 
company has taken as many precau¬ 
tions that they can to avoid the 
problems that happened last year with 
the rise of the river. All the bad leaks 
in the coffer dam have been sealed 
up. Last spring, the river was at its 
highest in 20 years. 


Crisham said tnat he feels there will 
be an easy adjustment with the stu¬ 
dents coming back to school. “1 don’t 
expect any unseen problems.” Last 
year there weren't any problems be¬ 
tween the students and the company, 
even during spring carnival. 

The structure under the Pawtucket 
Street bridge will be finished this 
week, except for putting the gates in 
the boat locks. The gates will arrive 
in approximately 3 weeks. 

Approximately 60 percent of the 
fish ladder at the Pawtucket dam is 
complete. If the weather holds out 
and the river stays low, the fish lad¬ 
der will be completed this fall, if not, 
it will be completed in the spring. 

The ULowell engineering student 
majors have not been showing as 
much interest as last fall. Crisham 
blames this on the students busy 
schedules and because this is the be¬ 
ginning of the semester. He is hop¬ 
ing that this will change as the 
semester goes on. “We’re busy here, 
but we look forward to talking to the 
students.”

ACADEMIC POLICY CHANGES 
(effective September 1, 1984) 

UNDERGRADUATE STUDENTS — Change your catalogue, as follows: 

Page 65, paragraph 3 
Change From: 

Students who are readmitted on probation may not invoke University regula¬ 
tions which govern course repetition for the purpose of deleting “F” grades 
from cumulative averages. 

Change to: 

Students who are readmitted on academic probation may invoke University 
regulations which govern course repetition for the purpose of deleting “F” 
grade from cumulative averages. 

Delete obsolete footnote. 

Page 67 under “Repeated Coursework - General Policies” 

Delete second paragraph: 

Probationary students may not invoke the grade-substitution rule during their 
periods of probation . (Cf. below for Grade Substitution Rule.) However, if 
they have repeated courses while on probation, they may invoke this rule 
retroactively at the beginning of the semester which immediately follows their 
removal from probation. 

RE: Core Curriculum: 

‘Unless otherwise specified by a student’s college or department, a course may 
simultaneously meet the Human Values requirement as well as another require¬ 
ment in the student’s curriculum. Note, however, such a course cannot be count¬ 
ed twice in meeting the overall credit hour requirement for his curriculum.’ 
Example: 47,209 satisfies both Area 1 and Human Values requirement.

Promotion of Rape Awareness

Parking for commuting students on 
South Campus is essentially limited 
to these three areas: the Lovejoy lot, 
the General Electric parking lot on 
Marginal Street, and in the area along 
the Merrimack River. 

Construction completed over the 
'umrner on the Lovejoy lot now me¬ 
ans a more orderly parking system for 
commuting students. Dr. Susan 
Goodwin, the Vice President of Ad¬ 
ministration. says that though the 
construction “didn't make more land 
available for parking, it did allow for 
better utilization of the existing space. 
Workers leveled off and hard-topped 
the din part of the lot, and painted 
>ellow parking lines which allow for 
more orderly parking." There were 
approximately fifty more spaces ad¬ 
ded because of the construction. All 
University students with official park¬ 
ing stickers may park in the Lovejoy 
lot. 

Many students may be unaware, 
but the General Electric parking lot 
on Marginal Street [behind Mahoney 
Hall] is being leased by the Univer¬ 
sity, specifically for student use. The 
only restriction is that all student ve¬ 
hicles be removed from this lot by 
2:30 p.m. as G.E.’s firs shift com¬ 
mences at 3:00. Any student auto 
found in this lot after 2:30 may be 
tagged/towed by the Campus Police. 

This lot is ideal for it is monitored 
by the Campus Police during the day. 
it is within easy walking distance of 
South campus, and it is plowed dur¬ 
ing the winter months. 

Student parking along Pawiucket 
Boulevard has been interrupted by the 
Pollution Control Project which will 
be ongoing for the next couple of 
years. But. Chief Rowe says that any 
student who can't park in this area be¬ 
cause of the construction will find 
ample space in the Marginal Street 
lot. 

The City of Lowell Resident Stick¬ 
er Parking Program is still in effect 
on both campuses. Any student ve¬ 
hicle parked on the side streets sur¬ 
rounding North or South may be 
tagged or towed by the city, unless 
a resident parking sticker is visible on 
the car windshield. 

Residents of Lowell [those who 
register their cars in this city, and pay 
automobile taxes appropriate to this 
city] are eligible for a resident park¬ 


ing sticker. If you do qualify, then 
you must go to the city parking clerk, 
located in Lowell’s City Hall, and 
bring your car registration as proof 
of residency. 

If you meet the requirements then 
you will be given one of two types 
of stickers. The first type is for those 
residents who physically live on the 
streets surrounding the University. 
The second kind is for any Lowell 
resident, and it allows you to legally 
park on any side streets bordering 
either campus. [This is the sticker that 
most eligible University students 
would qualify for.] Chief Rowe 
warns that this "program is strictly 
enforced both during the day and 
night, and any student violators will 
be towed.’’ 

If you do violate any of these 
University parking procedures and 
find yourself without a car because 
it has been towed, you may find the 
following information helpful in get¬ 
ting your car back. 

When you realize that your car has 
been towed, go immediately to the 
Campus Police, located in Ball Hall 
125 on North or in the Allen House 
on South. They have a list of all cars 
towed by the City for parking viola¬ 
tions committed on University 
property. 

When you learn which garage has 
towed your car. you should get it as 
soon as possible. Towing fees are 
$20.00 for a City violation, and 
$15.00 for a University fine. Higher 
fees will be charged during snow 
emergencies, and if your auto is left 
at the garage overnight. 

A student should never go to a 
garage and demand their car w ithout 
paying the appropriate towing fees. 
If you don't have the money to pay 
the fee, then go to the Dean of Stu¬ 
dents Office located in Cumnock 
Hall. A loan can be arranged if there 
are special circumstances. 

A last important tip to all students 
from Chief Rowe: "Never leave your 
car in a University parking lot over¬ 
night. If it is an emergency [ie. snow 
emergency] then you must go to the 
Campus Police [Ball 125] and get 
their permission. You must also leave 
your car keys with them and be sure 
that your vehicle is removed in the 
morning." 

These tips should help to alleviate 
the student parking problems, but 
only if they are adhered to by 
EVERYONE!

volved with are the blood drives. City 
of Lowell big brother big sister.drug 
and alcohol programs, and Shrivers 
Institute for the mentally han¬ 
dicapped. This involvement will be 
a long term thing. 

"We're all involved with neighbors 
as comprimising adults," Reilly stat¬ 
ed, and "our reputation with the 
neighbors is basically good. The bad 
reputation we have is from 2 or 3 
older generation neighbors." There is 
bound to be problems with 3 frats 
moving in the neighborhood in 8 
months. 

When asked about his opinion on 
the other frats living in the same area, 
he said “there is rivalry but there 
should be, that’s what frats are all 
about.". "They've helped us in 
problems and we've helped them." 
"We’re all trying" said Reilly.

will probably not benefit andy stu¬ 
dents who paid the first retntion. 

$15,391 was targeted toward the 
shuttle bus system. At the present 
time there are only two buses running 
between north and south campus, but 
there have been times when over 100 
students were waiting for the same 
bus. One extra bus was added, but it 
only runs on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
and Fridays. The amount of money 
allocated to improve this system was 
third lowest on the list of nine, yet 
this system has a direct affect on 
almost even* student attending the 
University. 

The University also allocated 

$33,186 to extend the hours of the 

gymnasiums, computer centers, and 
the libraries, generating only 58 new 
student jobs. What is important 
though, is that when the librarys' 
hours were extended during final 
exam time, it sometimes closed ear¬ 
ly, forcing some 200 , 300 student to 
leave before the posted closing time. 

These are just a few examples of 
how the money generated from the 
first retention was spent. However, 
it should not be forgotten that money 
was spent on equipment for many 
different areas and departments wi¬ 
thin the University. 

ULowell has just appropriated ap¬ 
proximately $280,000 from the se¬ 
cond retention imposed on the stu¬ 
dents. Hopefully, some of this money 
will be spent in areas which are im¬ 
portant to all students needs.

A film, entitled "A Sexual Assault: 
A Chance to Think" was recently 
purchased by the lnterdormitory 
Council (IDC) as one part of an 
"overall safety program" by Chief 
Rowe and the campus police 
department. 

The film is a 33 minute video tape 
which was produced at the Universi¬ 
ty of Maryland by theatrical students. 
It depicts the most commonly report¬ 
ed sexual assaults in a college com¬ 
munity. The film examines sexual as¬ 
sault as a two part effort. The first 
effort is to increase rape awareness. 
Secondly, the opinions and attitudes 
of sexual assault are questioned and 
challenged. 

U. Lowell is the first college cam¬ 
pus to see the film other than the U. 
of Maryland. Chief Rowe feels the 
film will "bring home the reality of 
safety to the urban community of U. 
Lowell." Chief Rowe adds "the 
money to underwrite the film came 
from students which shows a shared 
concern.’’ Through numerous 
presentations of the film, Rowe hopes 
to "get people thinking." The film 
"is not a scare tactic, it's the truth." 

Recently, the film was shown to the 
Dorm Staff at the University as a 
general concern for the safety of 
dorm students. The film presents 
three scenarios about sexual assault. 
These include incidents of indecent 
exposure, a “peeping Tom." and a 
portrayal of rape and fourth degree 
assault. 


Chief Rowe intends to try and set 
individual meetings for each floor of 
the dorms to see the film. Approxi¬ 
mately 18-24 presentations will be 
shown on campus beginning with 
Eames Hall. By January 1, Chief 
Rowe hopes to have shown the film 
to all dorm students. A questioning 
period will follow each segment of 
the film. This will provide both male 
and female students with an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss the approaches 
presented in the film. Campus police 
officers and counsellors from the 
University will attent each presenta¬ 
tion of the film. 

According to Jeff Blacker. Presi¬ 
dent of IDC. "it’s a good idea for 
counsellors to attend the film." It 
enables professionals to answer ques¬ 
tions from students which floor coun¬ 
sellors can't answer. Jeff Blacker also 
stressed that one placed where a sit¬ 
uation occurs in the film is "similiar 
to the area outside of Smith and 
Eames." Another situation in the film 
occurs in an atmosphere similiar to 
the Rat. Blacker feels the film stresses 
to students to "always be suspicious, 
cautious, and aware of funny 
situations." 

A function of the IDC is to look¬ 
out for the welfare of dorm students. 
Although the film was an added ex¬ 
pense of $700.00 dollars to the IDC, 
Jeff Blacker concludes "If the film 
helps one person, it’s worth it." 


Student Government Senate Meeting . Vice President Resigns 


At the second S.G.A. meeting of 
the 84 - 85 academic year, Kevin 
Hanson resigned from his position as 
Vice-President of the Student 
Government. 

“At this time, the entire SGA would 
like to thank V.P. Kevin Hanson for 
all he has given to date. Due to un- 
forseen complications, Kevin has had 
to step down from his position effec¬ 
tive at the close of tonight's meeting.

When was the last you left a 
movie feeling real happy? Or sad? Or 
excited? What was the last film that 
succeeded in moving you to tears or 
pulling you out of the blues? Chances 
are. that movie was a well-written, 
well-directed exercise in filmmaking. 

^ Irreconcilable Differences' is 
neither of these. 

It's not a bad movie, but it's noth¬ 
ing to cheer on, either. “Irreconcil¬ 
able Differences” takes a potential¬ 
ly workable, amusing story line and 
fumbles at the 50 yard line. The idea 
goes like this: a precocious nine-year 
old kid named Casey Brodsky is fed 
up always being in the middle of her 
parents’ bitter arguements, so she 
hires a lawyer and takes them to 
court, where she attempts to divorce 
them outright. A funny sort of twist 
on the whole Kramer vs. Kramer 
schtick, right? They really could have 
done alot with this one. So what went 
wrong? Theoretically, the right ingre¬ 
dients are there. Drew Barrymore is 
Casey, and Shelly Long and Ryan 
O'Neal are her parents. These are 
three talented and likeable actors- 
three choice roles. The real problem 
arises when it becomes clear that 
O'Neal's character, in contrast with 


the other two, is’nt an altogether nice 
one. As Albert Brodsky, he cheats on 
his wife, runs off with a young 
starlet, and then neglects his child 
support payments when he & his w ife 
are seperated. O'Neal seems restless 
and unsatisified in this part, we see 
him struggling and smirking his way 
thruogh this film He’s just going 
through the motions and it shows. 

If the directors had steered clear 
of the seriousness and sentimentality 
that plague some of the senes, and 


strengthened Drew Barrymore's role, 
they might have fared better. The first 
90 minutes are only midly funny in 
spots, while the last half hour is w ast¬ 
ed on trying to create an atmosphere 
of sadness and irony. What? Are we 
supposed to stop laughing and start 
crying all of a sudden? Are we sup¬ 
posed to leei for these people? Should 
we laugh or cry? If we can’t figure 
that out by the end of almost two 
hours, then something, somewhere 
has gone wrong. “Irreconcilable 
Differences” misses the mark.

Arts Center 

I was recently quite surprised by 
the discovery that a small center dedi¬ 
cated to culture and the arts exists 
right on the South Campus of Lowell 
University. Although the Foundation 
of Lowell University is a small rela¬ 
tively unknown organization, it has 
been very instrumental in reviving 
cultural interests in the city of Lowell 
and, to a lesser extent. 

The foundation was begun in the 
year 1976 by President Dr. John 
Duff, and fashioned after foundations 
in many public universities located in 
the midwest. This corporation now 
serves two purposes, first, it is a cul¬ 
tural center. The second and original 
purpose is more complex. It is cus¬ 
tomary for any donations, bequests 
etc. left to a state university to be sent 
to Boston and from distributed there. 
The Foundation is a vehicle by which 
any money, books, or other valuable 
objects donated to this college can re¬ 
main here to benefit this campus 
exclusively. 

Dr. Duff then enlisted the help of 
some community residents to help in¬ 
troduce his new center to the rest of 
the public. It was arranged for a sea¬ 
son of opera to be performed at the 
Fondation by Sarah Caldwell. This 
was such a success that it was turned 
into a cultural center. 

Since then this center has provid¬ 
ed the Lowell area with interesting 
cultural entertainments such as the 
Boston Ballet, Isaac Stern, the 
Moscow Pops, and many other fa¬ 
mous talents. During the current sea¬ 
son they plan to present the Preser¬ 
vation Hall Jazz band which has per¬ 
formed here before and is returning 
by popular demand. The Guarnere 
String Quartet, duo pianists Whitte- 
more and Lowe, and the American 
Ballet Company who perform dance 
ballet in a humorous, satirical style. 

The members of the Foundation 
believe that if the city of Lowell is 
ever to become a vital business center 
again, it should also be a center of 
great culture and intellect. To help 
achieve this they also present special 


programs designed to appeal to chil¬ 
dren, grades kindergarten through 
six. If a child is exposed to entertai- 
nent that is both enjoyable and cul¬ 
tural at this early age, it is hoped that 
a lifelong taste for such pleasures will 
be developed. This season the Con¬ 
necticut Ballet will perform the Nut¬ 
cracker Suite on Sunday afternoon the 
ninth of December. There are also 
three other family programs sched¬ 
uled for Sunday afternoons. There iss 
Cinderella, an adaptation of a TV 
performance which will be done by 
a young dance troop from the Merri¬ 
mack Valley; Hansel and Gretel 
which will be presented by The Hart¬ 
ford Opera Express, a branch of the 
Hartford Opera Company; and Jack 
and the Bean Stalk Show by a pup¬ 
pet workshop which was here last 
year and is returning by popular de¬ 
mand. These are all scheduled for 
Sunday afternoons at three o’clock 
and last about an hour, which is con¬ 
sidered just long enough for the at¬ 
tention of a young child. 

All performances take place in the 
concert hall at Durgin Hall and the 
more sophisticated one will appear on 
Saturday evenings (with the exception 
of the Ballet which will be on a Tues¬ 
day night). 

The center does not rely on the 
university for any monetary as¬ 
sistance. Since it is fiscally separate 
from the university, it receives no 
funding from either the college or the 
state. Instead, it is supported by pa¬ 
tron subscriptions. People pay one 
hundred twenty-five dollars for a sea¬ 
son ticket, and in return are given 
prefered seating, and invitations to 
patron receptions either before or af¬ 
ter performances. Tickets are sold at 
as reasonable a price as possible. 

This center is run by a Board of 
Directors which is composed mainly 
of people trom the community, with 
a few professors and administrators 
from the school.

Football Team on a Roll 
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University of Lowell Football 
Head Coach John Perreault Must be 
ecstatic. In two weeks he has seen his 
team, known only for its defensive 
prowess, transforms into an unstop¬ 
pable scoring machine; tailing 50 
points in the last 2 contests.

Hang Gliding Club

The University of Lowell Hang Glid¬ 
ing Club was organized in 1974 by 
the late Dr. John Kelley and myself. 
We composed and drew up the club 
constitution, which was presented to 
the Student Senate and approved on 
October 9, 1974. 

The next step was obtaining insurance 
for all club members. Since the 
University Insurance Program was 
unable to insure students participat¬ 
ing in hang gliding. Dr. Leo King, 
Dean of Student Affairs, suggested 
we contact an ou» ,o insurance com¬ 
pany. Nationwide Company agreed 
to insure us for $15 per year,per stu¬ 
dent,for $2,000 acidental death and 
dismemberment. $500 dental, and 
$25 deductible. 

A set of plans was purchased by Jim 
Martin from Man-Flight, making it 
possible for us to build our First kite. 
A few of us got off the ground by trial 
and mostly by error without any for¬ 
mal training, therefore we felt we 
were not qualified to teach the stu¬ 
dents. With the help and training of 
good, qualified, instructors like Chris 
Langton, Tom Peghini, and speakers 
Don McCabe and Terry Sweeney, 
our classes and our club got off to a 
flying start. Chris and Tom shared the 
use of their personal gliders because 
at the time our one and only club 
glider was in pretty bad shape. 

In the spring of 1975. a budget was 
submitted to the Athletic Committee 
ande approved for a Sky Sports Lark, 
helmets, and harnesses. Every 
semester since then until the fall of 
1977, the Athletic Committee or Stu¬ 
dent Senate purchased a glider and 
additional equipment. We now have 
two Geminis, two Sabers, two 
Eaglets and a Lancer. Several stu¬ 
dents have designed and built their 
own gliders. 


Dr. Kelley and 1 were scheduled to 
attend Don McCabe's Instructor Cer¬ 
tification Course during the summer 
ofl^^lw^unabhMc^o at t h e tim e 
because of emergency surgery. Dr. 
Kelley did go and received his cer¬ 
tification. My course was rescheduled 
and 1 received my certification the 
following March. 1976. at the G.S.l. 
and USHGA Instructor Certification 
School at Mt. Cranmor. NH. I 
received my advanced certification in 
November 1977. 

The first semester 1976. I submitted 
a proposal for basic hang gliding to 
be offered in two parts: ground 
school and flying. (Students must 
pass the test with at least an eighty 
before actually Hying.) It was ap¬ 
proved and my first evening school 
was held in the fall of 1976. An ad¬ 
vanced course in hang gliding was ad¬ 
ded to the first session of 1978 even¬ 
ing school. I subgmitted a one-credit 
course outline to the University Ath¬ 
letic Director, l.M. Ciszek for hang 
gliding. It was approvedin 1976. The 
fall semester of 1978 started Ad¬ 
vanced Hang Gliding 111 and IV. in 
both day and evening school. 

The club has been growing every 
year since it was started in 1974. with 
more new gliders and equipment each 
year. We think that each year the col¬ 
legiate meet gets better and better. 
This year will be the best.

And Blackwood has been 
practicing for the past fourteen years 
presenting his one-man show in col¬ 
leges, for corporations, and even on 
luxury cruises to Brmuda and 
Nassau. 

One week prior to his perfor¬ 
mance. an envelope will be mailed to 
the University of Lowell, who will 
keep the envelope in a safe place un¬ 
til the night of the performance. The 
envelope will contain a number of 
predictions of certain events that will 
take place that evening. 

Blackwood, a native of New York 
City, began his career at the age of 
sixteen when he assisted Dr. Abra¬ 
ham Hurwitz of Yeshiva University 
with his majic and hypnosis show. 
Blackwood was so impressed with 
hypnosis that he has made it his life¬ 
time study. Besides being a graduate 
of the American Theater Wing, he 
studied psychology in college and 
hypnosis at the Association to Ad¬ 
vance Ethical Hypnosis. He is a clin¬ 
ical hypnotherapist and is a registered 
hypnotist with the American Institute 
of Hypnotherapy and Biofeedback. 

Today, physicians refer their pa¬ 
tients to smoking cessation, weight 
reducation. and stress management. 
Blackwood, a former facilitator for 
the American Cancer Society's "Quit 
Smoking" program, estimates that, 
so far. he has hypnotized more than 
50.000 people. 


Even nis wile, Terri, ana two 
daughters. Cyndi and Nancy, have 
been taught self-hypnosis. His oldest 
daughter, Cyndi, improved her 
memory and studying abilities to 
achieve straight A's in high school 
and college. 

Blackwood points out that the 
amazing part of hypnosis is its sim¬ 
plicity. Anyone of resonable intelli¬ 
gence can learn self-hypnosis within 
one session. He believes that there is 
nothing mysterious about it. "To 
achieve the hypnosis state." he says, 
"you simply relax the conscious mind 
and feed the unconcious the appropri¬ 
ate suggestions. This causes the hyp¬ 
notized subject to react 
automatically." 

Hypnosis is not a magical cure, 
however, and it will not work if the 
subject does not want to cooperate. 
For example, at the begining of his 
career. Blackwood hypnotized a 
friend of his to stop smoking by sug¬ 
gesting that the cigarettes would taste 
like garbage. When asked a few days 
later how he was progressing, the 
friend replied, "I'm still smoking, 
but my cigarettes taste like garbage!"
